That Columbiana county is Indebt­ 
ed to the city of Salem to the tune 
of several hundred dollars which it 
is his purpose to have collected in 
the very near future is the somewhat 
surprising declaration of City Auditor 
George Holmes, who claims that from 
$709 to $800, approximately, should 
be paid as interest on city funds 
which have been kept in the county 
depository instead of 
being 
turned 
over to Salem, where the interest on 
the idle money would have come into 
the city’s coffers.

auditor 
declared 
that 
this 
practice has been going on for years
